DON CARLO 


By Giuseppe Verdi was first produced in the original version at the 
Paris Opera in March 1867. It was later revised by Verdi in 1884. 
Librettists were Méry and Du Locle after Schiller’s drama. 


SYNOPSIS 


(Don Carlo, Crown Prince of Spain, had been betrothed to Elizabetta 
de Valois of France but for reasons of State she became the wife of his 
own father, King Filippo II of Spain). 


ACT I. Scene 1. Don Carlo paces the cloister of the Monastery of San 
Giusto by the tomb of his grandfather, the Emperor Charles V whose 
ghost and voice in the guise of a monk are said to appear there from 
time to time. The agony of mind of Carlo at having been obliged to 
relinguish his love-dream with Elizabetta de Valois to his own father 
Filippo II by reasons of State is interrupted by his friend Rodrigo who 
urges him to go to Flanders to intervene in the Spanish persecution of 
the Flamands in their struggle for independence. In a duet Carlo and 
Rodrigo swear eternal friendship. 


Scene 2. Principessa Eboli and her companions of the Court amuse 
themselves, Eboli singing a Moorish song. When the Queen Elizabetta 
enters Rodrigo passes her a letter from her stepson, Carlo asking her to 
receive him. He begs the Queen to persuade the King to give him leave 
to go to Flanders. When he proclaims his unchanged love for her the 
Queen dismisses him. The King entering is angered at finding his wife 
unattended and banishes her friend and lady-in-waiting the French 
Countess of Aremberg. Suspecting an intrigue between his wife and 
his stepson, Filippo bids Rodrigo watch the pair and to beware of the 
hostility of the Grand Inquisitor. 


ACT II. Scene 1. Carlo awaits the Queen, having received a sup- 

osed summons from her. The letter was, in fact, written by Eboli who 
oves him and who now arrives heavily veiled. Carlo at first believes it 
is the Queen. Rodrigo finds them and fails to placate the vengeful 
Princess, who swears to compromise Carlo and the Queen. To protect 
Carlo, Rodrigo takes from him certain seditious papers implicating 
him in a political plot in the Low Countries. 


Scene2. The Auto da Fé. Outside the Cathedral in Madrid a crowd 
awaits the King. A Flemish delegation, presented by Carlo and joined 
by court and populace ask the King to make Carlo Viceroy of Flanders 
and to relax the persecution there. On the King’s refusal Carlo defies 
him. He is disarmed by Rodrigo and arrested. The Auto da Fé 
proceeds and the crowd watches as heretics are burned at the stake. A 
heavenly voice promises peace to the victims in the next world. 


ACT III. Scene 1. Alone in his study at midnight Filippo laments his 
young wife’s coldness in the great monologue Ella Giammai M’amo. 
There follows the confrontation between the King and the Grand 
Inquisitor (90 years old and blind), who demands the execution of 
Rodrigo for treason against Church and State of Flanders. The King 
refuses. The Queen comes to report that her jewel casket has been 
stolen. The King produces it. In it is found a portrait of Don Carlo — 
put there by the vengeful Eboli. The Queen faints when the King 
charges her with adultery. In remorse, the Princess confesses to the 
Queen what she had done and that, moreover, she had been the King’s 
mistress. The Queen banishes Eboli to a convent. In the aria O Don 
Fatale Eboli laments the course her fatal beauty had set her on. 


Scene 2. Rodrigo visits Carlo in prison and is shot by an agent of 
the Inquisition, who have found the seditious papers in his possession. 
Carlo is freed. 


ACT IV. In San Giusto the Queen secretly awaits Carlo before he 
goes to Flanders. The King and the Inquisitor arrive and order the 
arrest of Carlo but the ghostly figure of Charles V appears and draws 
his grandson into the sanctuary of the cloister.
